St, took a lie-detector test Sunday, Lahners 
said, which indicated Pratt did not inten- 
tionally shoot Pesek. 


Although Lahners said be wouldn't call 


the shooting accidental, he has determined 
Pratt did not mean to shoot Pesek. , - 


"There hadn't been any disagreements 


between the two boys. They had been friends 
for a number of years," be said, adding, "It 
was just a case 6f a friend shooting a friend." 


The shooting occured at the home of 


Merle Hartley, north of Lincoln near 7th and 
Superior, about 2:30 a.m. Saturday. Pesek 
had beta living with Hartley, Lahners said. 
Pesek was the son of Jack and Arlene Pesek. 


On Christmas Eve, Pesek and Pratt 


returned to the Hartley house Apparently, 
Lahners related, Peiek was concerned that 
another person who had threatened him 
would return-to the bouse. Pratt took bis 
tether's .B-caliber revolver to the house, 
while Pesek found a second .22-caliber 
revolver in the house. 


The pair Joaded the guns and engaged in 


some "horseplay," Lahners said. About 11 
p.m., another friend, Richard A. Halverstadt, 
17. of 4740 S. 43rd St, came to the house. He 
witnessed the shooting, Lahners. said, which 
occurred when Pesek and Pratt were playing 
with the guns. No one else was at the bouse 


Apparently Pesek was standing near the 


kitchen, with his revolver strapped in a 
holster, when Pratt walked away from him, 
swung around and drew the pistol in a mock 


: draw." The~gun discharged. 


: Said Lahners, "the bullet hit Pesek in his 


right temple He fell to the floor and died 
almost instantly." , 


Pratt telephoned for help, Lahners said. 


• Lahners said he had considered filing a 


manslaughter charge against Pratt in either 
•juvenile or county court In order to file 
criminal charges, the county attorney said he 
had to decide whether Pratt had. committed 
an unlawful act at the time of the shooting. 
The unlawful act would have been an assault 
on Pesek, Lahners said. 


"It was an interesting legal question," he

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Thousands of blacks flee from riot area 


Cape Town, South. Africa (AP) — Thousands of 


blacks fled from their homes Monday after 
rioting erupted in two segregated townships 
over a call by militant blacks for a boycott of 
Christmas shopping and celebrations. 


Officials reported at least 24 persons were 


killed and more than 100 were injured over the 
weekend. 


Vehicles loaded with furniture, bedding and 


other personal belongings rumbled from. 
Guguletu and Nyanga townships near Cape 
Town. 


Men, women and children on foot were fleeing 


with all.of their possessions they could carry. 
Witnesses estimated 5,000 blacks were leaving 
Nyanga. 


On the outskirts of Nyanga, bands of migrant 


workers — mainly Baca tribesmen from the 
recently independent Transkei district — 
roamed the streets armed with fighting sticks 
and curved knives. Inside the township, young 
black militants wielding axes, knives, rocks and 
pickhandles guarded their homes. 


.A Bantu (African) administration spokesman 


said 81 houses, five small hostels and 14 vehicles 
were destroyed. In addition, 58 houses were 
damaged seriously and 36 others, damaged 
slightly, he reported. 


Police said there was hand-to-hand fighting in 


the battles that began Christmas night between 
militants and migrant workers who refused to 
accept the boycott.-

Tens of thousands of Cape Town's estimated 


108,000 blacks live in Guguletu and Nyanga. 


Brig. P.A. Cerff of the Western Cape police 


division said, "Many of the casualties are-the 
result of the fighting between residents and the 
tribesmen (migrant workers) who are inclined 


to carry their wounded away and only take them 
to hospitals later. It is an on-going thing." 


The latest deaths brought the unofficial count 


to 395 persons Killed in racial strife in South 
Africa, which is ruled by a white minority 
government.

The Christmas rioting broke out when black 


youths attacked migrant workers' hostels, 
police said, and the workers retaliated by bur- 
ning the homes of the militants. 


Brig. J.H. van der Westhuizen, chairman of 


the Cape Town Bantu Administration Board, 
said he received information that militant young, 
women were in the forefront of therenewed 
violence. Women spearheaded the attack on a 
hostel housing migrants, he said. 


Militant black leaders had called for the 


Christmas boycott, saying it would be a period of 
mourning for persons killed, wounded or im- 
prisoned during the riots last June in Soweto 
Township. 


- The weekend eruption was the worst in this 
coastal city's townships since August when 29 
persons died and more than 100 were injured in 
rioting.

In the first week of December, there were 


clashes in Nyanga between the two sides after, 
migrant workers refused to join in a two-day 
work boycott.

OPEC might meet on oil price dispute 


Vienna, Austria (AP) — The 


Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries' chief executive officer 
hinted Monday that the oil cartel 
might have a special meeting on oil 
prices, an issue over which OPEC split 
earlier this month. 


At the seme time, a respected oil 


journal said Saudi Arabia, OPEC's 
largest producer, will increase produc- 
tion of its oil to meet demand and keep 
prices down while 11 other OPEC 
members, which raised the price of its 
oil more than did Saudi Arabia, will cut 
their output to bolster the price of their 
oil. 


Earlier this month, Saudi Arabia and 


the United Arab Emirates decided on a 
single 5% price increase, raising the 
price of benchmark crude oil from 
$11.51 to $12.09 per barrle. The other 11 
OPEC members approved a 10% price 
increase effective Jan. 1,1977, and 5% 
more effective July 1,1977. 


Sheik Ahmed Zaki Yamani{ the Saudi 


oil minister, said at the OPEC meeting 
Dec! 17 in Doha, Qatar, that his nation 
would boost its-output to flood the 
market and keep the price hike down to 
about 5%, thus thwarting the OPEC 
majority. 


U.S. government experts have 


forecast a one-cent-per-gallon increase 
in the cost of gasoline to U.S. motorists 
'for every 5% rise in the cost of crude 
oil. 


M.O. Feyide of Nigeria, who finishes 


a two-year term as OPEC's secretary 
general Jan. 1, 1977, was asked at a 
news conference, "Is there any chance 
at all that the further, 5% increase due 
on July 1,1977, might be waived or not 
enforced so as to bring the two oil 
prices together again?" 


Feyide replied, "Well, anything is 


possfble... Nothing is impossible." 


OPEC officials said later that Feyide 


was not referring to whether the oil 
cartel might waive the second price in- 
crease, but only to the possibility of a 


special session at which the 5% boost, 
might be discussed, 


Feyide told reporters at OPEC 


headquarters here that the OPEC oil 
ministers might call a special session 
at any time before their next scheduled 
meeting; now set for July 12,1977. The 
scheduled meeting would be after the 
price increase takes effect next July

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Perfect tree 
auctioned off

< Pioneer, Ohio - Roger Herrett, a state forest service of- 
ficer in the northwestern part of Ohio for some 17 years, is not 
one who gets easily excited over a new tree story. He thought he 
had heard them all. 
' 


But recently, Herrett and many of the so-called tree 


veterans in this region witnessed a tree story that they will be 
talking about for years. 


It was the sale, for 180,000.01, of 18 black walnut trees, in- 


cluding one that the hardwood industry considered the "most 
perfect and valuable black walnut tree in the nation. When the 
bidding was over, Hermann Meyer, the head of the Atlantic 
Veneer Corp. of Beaufort, N. C., the new owner of "the perfect 
tree," puts its value at $30,000. 


The tree, now called the "Bicentennial Tree" by its new 


owners, was between 180 and 200 years old. It measured 57 feet 
to its first limb and was more than 130 feet high. Its diameter 
was 38.4 inches at 4Vi feet above ground and its circumference 
at mat height was 10% feet. 


"It was majestic," said Herrett, who was among those who 


gathered for the cutting of the tree with cameras in hand. "I've 
seen perfect logs 20 feet long, but to have this perfection spread 
over 57 feet, well, as old George Goebel said, 'They don't make 
them kind anymore.'" 


"I've known about this tree for 15 years," said Meyer, 


president of Atlantic Veneer "We get a lot of calls and letters 
on other trees, but it is very unlikely that there would be 
another one like this, very unlikely. We're cutting hundreds of 
trees a day, but this one is special." 
\ 


Most black walnut trees bring a price ranging from $150 to 


$3,000 at most. But top bidders for the tree said that it would 
have brought at least $15,000 had it been sold separately. Mixing 
it with a group of trees, not an uncommon practice, made the 
competition among the five bidders even tougher with the star- 
ting price set at $40,000. 


Although most of the bidders felt the other trees in the 


group were not of much value, several went all the way to get 
the big tree. The second highest bidder, the David K. Webb Co, 
of Indiana, offered $78,750.

The sale of "the tree," has generated a new wave of 


enthusiasm in this region, and in other parts of the Corn Belt, 
known for its supply of fine quality black walnut trees And 
although Pioneer, a village with a population of 1,000, has seen 
the best of its days as a walnut tree town, there are still some 
good ones around 


"I'm getting more calls every day from people who want 


me to come out and look at their walnut tree," said Herrett, a 
tall thin man who knows almost every farmer around and has 
looked at thousands of trees during his career. "All of a sudden, 
everybody who has a walnut tree thinks, 'Mine is not as big as 
that one, but it certainly ought to be worth two or three 
thousand.'" 


Meanwhile, the big tree is on display in front of Atlantic 


Veneer's Beaumont facility where, next month, it will be cut for 
a yield of approximately 2,000 board feet of walnut veneer — a 
thin topping of a finer quality of wood to cover one of lesser 
quality That is enough to cover nearly three acres of land or 
about 700 living-room or bedroom suites.

on chairlift No. 1 


Vail, Colo (AP) — President Ford was stranded for 10 


minutes on a ski chairlift 30 feet above the ground Monday when 
an electrical problem caused an automatic shutdown of the lift 
system, a spokesman for the ski resort said. 


At no time were the President or others on the lift in any 


danger, he said. The President, riding chairlift No, 1 with 
Secret Service agent Larry Buendorf, waited calmly until an 
electrician repaired the system temporarily so that all the 
chairs could be moved to the top of the lift. 


There are 116 two-seat chairs on the lift which carries skiers 


up Vail Mountain, but only about half were full at the time. 


At the top of the lift, Ford appeared unperturbed as he headed 


for a few hours of skiing with a party including former Olympic 
skier Suzy Chaffee ' 


An observer at the top said Secret Service agents waiting 


there for the President seemed concerned when the lift stopped. 


A spokesman for Vail Associates^ which runs this mountain 


resort, said a "derail switch" automatically halted the chairs 
when it detected a loose electrical wire somewhere in the 
system. 


He said an electrician made a quick repair of the wire so that 


all the skiers on the lift could ride to the top. Then, he said, 
chairlift No. 1 was shut down for more,extensive checks.

Ford says he'll consider amnesty 


Vail, Colo. (UPI) - President Ford said 


Monday he will consider granting full 
amnesty to all Vietnam-era draft evaders 
and deserters because he was asked to by 
the widow of Sen. Philip A. Hart, D-Mich., 
who died Sunday. 


Ford said he "wouldn't want to make 


any commitment," but will make a firm 
decision before leaving office Jan. 20 


He said he was restudying the issue at 


the request of Hart's widow, who asked 
him to do that in a telephone conversation,, 
when he called her to extend bis con- 
dolences. ' 


"I thought a great deal of him," Ford 


said of his former congressional colleague 
from Michigan, "and I said 'Was there 
anything I could do' She said she would 
like to ask if I would extend amnesty 
across-the-board, and I said I would look 
into it." 


Asked when he would make a decision, 


Ford said "certainly before the 20th of 
January, but as everybody knows, we had 
a good program that resulted in about 18,- 
000 earning their way. The rest didn't 
make any effort, so it's a question to look 
at, but I wouldn't want to make any com- 
mitment "

Shortly after taking office in August 


1974, Ford announced a limited amnesty 
program in which draft'evaders could 
"earn their way back" by performing two 
. years of alternative service, working in 
hospitals and other public service 
programs.

Ford's program applied only on a 


person-to-person basis and was not a 
blanket amnesty. 


U S government figures show that of 


108,472 persons eligible, only 21,723, or 
about 20%, applied. 


President-elect Jimmy Carter has said 


he is considering broadening the amnesty 


program as it applies to draft evaders. His 
statements so far indicate deserters would 
have to undergo a case-by-case considera- 
tion and prove they left the military 
because of genuine opposition to the war. 


Mrs. Hart was a vigorous opponent of 


the Vietnam War and was involved in a 
number of demonstrations at its height, in- 
cluded being arrested once. Hart too op- 
posed the war, but came to that viewpoint 
after his wife had.

Ford originally announced his amnesty 


program in a speech to a Veterans of 
Foreign Wars convention in Chicago and 
'later extended that program beyond its 
original deadline into early 1975. 


Ford repeatedly refused to alter his 


position during this year's election cam- 
paign, maintaining that he had given draft 
resisters a fair chance to regain their 
standing in society and saw no need for 
anything more.

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Nixon sees future 
in foreign affairs 


According to some sources close to 


him, former President Richard Nixon 
may break out of the protective cocoon 
of San Clemente and come back into 
public life in a limited way which would 
be designed to rehabilitate his reputa- 
tion. 


Perhaps, some friends say, the 


former president could assume some 
sort of role in foreign affairs — the field 
in which he claimed his greatest 
triumphs during his five years in the 
White House. 


If he does hope for rehabilitation, it 


will have to be based on his assumption 
of the responsibility for the Watergate 
intrigues and public admission that he 
was guilty of more than mistakes in 
judgment. If he can come to that point, 
Nixon may come to new terms with the 
people he let down. 


And perhaps there might be some 


role for him in foreign affairs. He made 
great strides in that field because an at- 
mosphere he helped create precluded ad- 
vances in relations with the Communist 
giants for almost three decades. 


Roman Hruska summed it up in an 


interview with The Star last week: "He 
(Nixon) eased tensions in the world. 
That's what had to be done,, and he was 
the only man who could have done it." 


Hubert Humphrey, had he been 


elected instead of Nixon in 1968, could 
not have opened relations with China and 
moved toward more cooperation with 
the Soviet Union, Hruska said, because 


of opposition from "moderate and 
extreme conservatives at home.". 


One of those who opposed dialogue 


with the Communists, was Richard 
Nixon, who shaped an entire political 
career as a hardline anticommunist, one 
who from the time he was a con- 
gressman to the early 1970s did more to 
'heighten world tension than ease it! 


Nixon was not alone, of course. 


Political conservatives in both parties 
were very effective in preventing 
"openings" to China from 1949 until one 
of their own felt the time was propitious 
for a bridging of the gap. And the ensuing 
changes in relations with China and the 
Soviets were heralded as the diplomatic 
achievements'of the century. 


Nixon should not be denied the credit" 


for those moves, however — even though 
he was instrumental in denying others 
the opportunity to ease tension 


And perhaps, as strange as politics 


is, the same rule will apply in getting a 
handle on federal spending, in cutting 
down on waste and getting the most out 
of the tax dollar. 


For decades Democrats have tried 


to spend a problem to death, while 
Republicans and other conservatives 
have been forced into a position of being 
against everything. One might now 
expect that a Democratic administration 
would be in a better position to seek a 
more efficient and wise expenditure of 
tax dollars. 


Lonely run not likely 


Sen Carl Curtis' announcement a 


few weeks ago that he would gear up for 
a 1978 re-election contest after the new 
administration is inaugurated next 
month was seen as a warning to potential 
primary election challengers. 


If that is what the senator intended, 


it apparently didn't work. In the days 
following that announcement, a number' 
of Nebraska Republican officials said 
publicly that primary opposition to Cur- 
tis could probably be expected — and 
that it would be healthy for the party. 


Contested elections are healthy for 


the political process (although a con- 
tested GOP primary may not be healthy 
for Curtis, whose poor job rating had not 
improved much in a recent poll). 


Curtis is not the only Nebraska 


politician talking about a single-entry 
primary election. 


Lt. Gov. Gerald Whelan, an un- 


announced but definitely interested 
'potential candidate to succeed Gov. Jim 
Exon, recently observed that Sen. Ed 
Zorinsky and Representative-elect John 


Cavanaugh, both of Omaha, were aided 
in their election bids by the lack of 
hometown primary opposition. 
Cavanaugh ran unopposed and Zorinsky 
faced Hess Dyas of Lincoln in the 
Democratic senatorial primary, a con- 
test which was bitterly fought and could- 
have hurt Zorinsky's chances except that 
both camps agreed to bury the hatchet 
before the general election campaign. 


Whelan clearly would like to avoid a 


bruising primary struggle. But it is also 
clear that there are a number of 
Democrats who regard the 1978 guber- 
natorial contest as one which can be 
won, and some may not back down from 
a primary fight — the It. governor's 
strong suggestion notwithstanding. 


It would be extremely surprising if 


Whelan — should he run as expected — 
lacked competition in the Democratic 
primary for governor. 


If the nominations for top political 


jobs are so easily' had, perhaps the 
Democratic Party in Nebraska is not as 
strong as the faithful are claiming. 


The moral issue 


Washington — It is a season to think not 


' only of the troubled in our midst but of the 


earth's afflicted peoples. Of all those whose 
' unhappiness cries out to the conscience of 
• mankind, the most desolate may be the peo- 
ple of Cambodia. 


We have no current information on Cam- 


bodia from first-band observation by Western 
diplomats or journalists; they have been 


- excluded since the Khmer Rouge took control 


of the country in April, 1975. But refugees, 
questioned by experienced correspondents, 
repeatedly and convincingly paint the same 
picture: of a crushed society living under 
conditions of terrifying brutality. 


The reports tell' of whole populations 


marched great distances, forced to work 
endless hours in the field, cruelly punished, 
some dubbed to death. And all of this 


. happens at the orders of an unseen, unknown, 


Kafkaesque leadership. 


Americans have particular reason to look 


on Cambodia and despair, For American 
policy and American bombs played a large 
part in bringing Cambodia to its present 
pathetic state. To say that is not to excuse the 
cruelties of the Khmer Rouge; nothing can do 
that It is only to recognize the heavy U.S. 
responsibility in the events that led to control 
of Cambodia by the faceless men of terror. 


The American role in Cambodia has 


mostly faded from our memory, if indeed it 
was ever understood. But it has just been re- 
investigated and described in a way that com- 


' pels understanding. Two weeks ago the Sun- 


day Times of London published a detailed ac- 
count of U.S. policy in Cambodia, 1969-75, by 
William Shawcross. It is a remarkable piece 
of contemporary history - and painful 
reading'for Americans who believe in their 
country's ideals. 


Cambodia lived in a state of inglorious 


but relatively peaceful political compromise 
under Sihanouk until 190. Only a few thou- 
sand communist insurgents (Might, raeliec- 
toallv, against the government. Then Richard 
fitem began secretly bombing the eastern 
border areas used by the North Vietnamese 
as staging areas. Tbe Vietnamese forces 
responded by moving deeper in Cambodia. 
Tbe country's delicate internal political 
balance was apsei 
, 
In March, 1370. Sihanouk left for Moscow 


and Peking, to see if they would hold the Viet- 
namese back. While away, he was 
overthrown by Lon Nol (Shawcross does not 
suggest any VS. part in tbe coup.) Opposition 
to the Lon Nol regime moved tbe country 
quickly toward fuD^cale civil war. 


The crucial question was whether tie 


polarization could be Stopped then — and 
Cambodia saved from tbe snfferine of Viet- 
nam and Laos. The Chinese premier, Cbcm 
En-Jai, believed a settlement was possible, 
bringing Sihanouk back. According to Shaw- 
cross. Coon warned that the longer a civil 
war went on. the harsher would be the policy

of the Khmer Rouge. China even delayed 
breaking relations with Pnompenh after the • 
Lon Nol coup — until May 6, a week after the 
United States bad effectively ended the 
chance of political settlement then by in- 
vading Cambodia. 
v 


The U.S. invasion was planned by Nixon 


and his assistant for national security, Henry. 
A. Kissinger, against the overwhelming judg- 
ment of their own experts. Kissinger told one 
member of his staff who objected, William 
Watts: "Your views represent the cowardice 
of the Eastern Establishment" 


At that stage there was still a question 


whether the United States would become in- 
volved in the Cambodian civil war. Nixon and 
his aides promised that it would not — that 


Tthe American role would end after the North 
Vietnamese "sanctuaries" were cleaned out 
The promises were immediately broken. 


Over the next three years the United . 


States virtually took over the war against the 
Khmer Rouge. A U:S. diplomat in Pnompenh, 
Thomas Enders, in knowing violation of law, 
secretly targeted American bombers. The 
heaviest bombing came in 1973, after the 
truce in Vietnam had ended any legal authori- 
ty for it. A State Department official, 
William Sullivan, testified that "the justifica- 
tion is the re-election of the President." 


All together, in the Nixon-Kissinger 


years, American planes dropped 900,000 tons 
of bombs on a peasant country without a 
single anti-aircraft weapon. The country was 
decimated. A Senate committee estimated 
that 300,000 Cambodians died in the war — 
the equivalent, in proportion to population, of 
15 million American deaths. 


Through those years Kissinger rejected 


one proposal after another for negotiation. 
Tbe Khmer Rouge grew in numbers and 
ferocity. But then US, policy was essentially 
uninterested in the fate of the Cambodians. 
Its purpose' was to preserve American 
"credibility" by not being seen to "lose." 


Our odtnre. unlike some others, believes 


in individual moral responsibility. And so one 
Wonders what has happened to Americans 
responsible'for an interventionist Cambodia 
policy so indifferent to Cambodian suffering. 


Thomas Enders, who guided the bombers 


in, is now the U.S. ambassador to Canada. 
William Sullivan, who cited politics as legal 
authority for the bombing, is ambassador to 
the Philippines, Gen. Alexander Haig is 
NATO commander. And Henry Kissinger is 
about to retire as a celebrated secretary of 
state. 


Asked recently about his role in toe Cam- 


bodian tragedy, he said: "I may have a lack 
of imagination, but I fail to see the moral 
issae involved."

Unionization 
of the American military 
public employe most have 
wide public discussion because 
national survival also includes 
survival of the individual 
within Ihe nation. 


If the reason for unionization 


of the military public employe 
has no more depth than "doing 
away with such personally 
degrading things as satoting,"1 


then the fear of seeing "labor 
organizers take over tie 
armed forces" is preposterous 
and ndicnlffns. The thought of 
any onion establishing locals of 
military public employes for 
such a reason cannot be con- 
sidered serious and will fall of 
Hs own shallow oririn. 


If, however, the reasons for 


unionization of the military by 
the active, reserve and retired 
military public employe has its 
origin in the reluctance of 
elected, appointed and com- 
missioned officials to stabilize 
and protect earnings gained 
through military employ- 
ment: then,-successful 
organization of the military 
public employe is inevitable. 


Organization is. inevitable 


because military public 
employes can no longer entrust 
their long-term welfare to an 
anonymous employer. Tran- 
sient officials seem to have 
some notion that the military 
public employe must silently 
accept a quality oT life that is 
'different from that of other 
Americans. Absorbing war's 
costs and consequences must 
not be borne by military public 
employes only. These can be 
intolerable notions which must 
not continue to form into 
public policy and law. Public 
Law 94-506 and Nebraska LB 
819 are examples. These 
examples indicate that without 
a contract to specify toe ear- 
nings gained from military 
employment, there can be no 
long-term stability in those

The dissent 


Washington — Jimmy Carter's cabinet has been given 


what Damon Runyon used to call sort of a "medium hello" in 
this part of the country. We are told he's going into the 
playoffs with his second or third team and that they are a 
collection of competent retreads who are about as inviting as 
an open grave. Herewith a dissent: 


Gov. Carter won the election by a very narrow margin, 


which reflected the doubts of a nation that sensed the need of 
change but was vaguely anxious about changing to a com- 
paratively unfamiliar candidate. This was Carter's first 
problem; he had captured the presidency but had not won the 
confidence of the nation, not even of many of those who voted 
for him. 


He is accused of disappointing his followers and 


reassuring his opponents by selecting a'team of dim but ef- 
ficient mechanics: not Eisenhower's "nine millionaires and 
a plumber," but nine plumbers and a millionaire 


There'is, of course, something in this charge, but not 


much, at least, not yet. It is true that he promised more 
"newcomers" than he picked, and picked a lot of 
experienced Washington types he denounced in the cam- 
paign, but if he had drafted a cabinet that satisfied the labor 
and black constituencies that undoubtedly helped him win 
the presidency, this would not have been a very merry 
Christmas in America. 


The people are still'wondering where we are going in the 


last years of the seventies. We have almost eight million un- 
employed, and when the Christmas bills come in, nobody is 
likely to think inflation has been licked. 


, Maybe the country needs a collection of brilliant young 


innovators, with a different vision of the Coining Age — you 
could make a good argument for it — but Carter's critics 
have not come up with so many new brilliant draft choices, 
and the country is obviously looking at the moment for 
reassurance more than anything else. 


Therefore, the question is not whether this is the ideal 


cabinet, but compared to what? Given Carter's problem of 
having to govern the whole country rather than pay off his 
excessive promises, he has kept a fairly good balance 


Compared to the Ford White House staff and cabinet — 


forgetting Nixon for Christmas — Carter's choices to head 
most of. the major departments compare favorably with 
their predecessors, and the men who will be .with bun in the 
main staff jobs around the Oval Office — Jody Powell, 
Hamilton Jordan, Stewart Eizenstat, Jack Watson, etc., are 
not the sort you'd hand your hat to by mistake, and may in- 
deed be the best assistant coaches around here-since 
Roosevelt came to town. 
- 
' 


There is another point about this cabinet that may be im- 


portant. Carter seems to have the original idea that they 
should be judged, not merely as individuals, but collectively 
as an executive committee or council of presidential ad- 
visers that will work together to get this federal bureaucracy 
under control. 


Carter has paid some attention to fundamentals, to the 


blocking and tackling of this problem, which is a hard, 
dreary, and often vicious business, not usually done by spec- 
tacular prima donnas. ' ' 


So maybe the test of his cabinet is not how new or in- 


novative the members look, but what he does with them 
after he is in a position'to call the signals. 


Meanwhile, he has a lot more appointments to make, and 


he still has time to put a little shine and poetry into this new 
collection of rather dfm and solemn efficiency computers. 


He needs some speech-writers who have a sense of 


humor and a sense of history to help him reduce all the diver- 
sity and complexity of our time to some kind of identity the 
people can understand. 
, - 


His people are running around here asking Tor 


suggestions, so here goes: for Ambassador to the Court of St. 
James': AlisUir Cooke. After all. Cooke has been the unpaid 
U.S. ambassador to Britain, and vice versa, for almost 25 
years, and must be one of the most informed and articulate 
Americans on the scene today. 


For mistress of the national arts, or for that matter, 


almost anything else: Beverly Sills, the Brooklyn thrush, one 
of the wisest and wittiest women in the world today. For 
head of the United States Information Agency and the Voice 
of America: BUI Moyers of Texas, who is only one of many 
stars in the arts of communication, which Carter's team 
seems to lack. 


The talent that is available is obviously greater than the 


talent already chosen, but enough! So far, the main thing has 
been done: More people have been satisfied by Carter's 
choices than have been disappointed, and if this is wrong, he 
can always fire them later. 


Meanwhile, the Carter team, or so it seems here, 


deserves a better press than it has received, and at least a 
chance to prove its worth.

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Many issues have come to Unicameral before

The 1977 Unicameral will be asked to consider 


anew most of the major legislative issues of this 
decade — and some new ones, too. 


Bills have been prepared to eliminate the sales 


tax on food, extend the sales tax to include services, 
wipe out the constitutional requirement for a non- 
partisan Legislature, increase state school aid and 
shift local support of the schools from property 
taxes to an income tax base. 


Other proposals would increase the food sales , 


tax credit, provide a rent tax credit, provide for the 
Legislature itself to establish state tax rates, enact 
an environmental container bill, establish a lodging 
tax, increase small loan interest rates, refine the 
parole system and clear the way for construction of 
a coal slurry pipeline through Nebraska. 


Sen. 
Richard Lewis of Holbrook plans to 


propose a bill freezing all appraised values of real 
estate at 1975 levels until all county reappraisals 
can be implemented at the same time. 


Such legislation would include a ceiling on 


budgets of taxing agencies. 


And Sen. Wally Barnett of Lincoln has prepared 


a bill providing for a city-county vote on any 
proposed Lincoln-Lancaster County merger. 


Thirty-four of the 49 senators who will convene 


in Lincoln next week for the 1977 legislative session 
responded to a survey about prospects for the com- 
ing 90-day conclave. 


Sen.-elect Dave Newell of Omaha is preparing 


a bill to eliminate the sales tax on food, and extend 
the sales tax to services beginning in 1979 


Other Newell proposals would provide for the 


Legislature, rather than the State Board of 
Equalization, to set state tax rates, and amend the 
constitution to authorize the Board of Equalization 
to establish legislative salaries, but at a level no 
greater than one-third of the governor's salary. 


Newell will also propose a constitutional 


amendment to remove the requirement for the 
Legislature to be nonpartlsan. 


Sen Richard Maresh of Milligan will sponsor a 


bill to increase the food tax credit from $16 to f 20 
per person, and he will propose a revision of taxes 
on mobile homes 


Sen. Gerald Koch of Ralston will propose 


legislation hiking state aid to schools. Among other 


Koch bills will be a proposal for revision of the 
parole system. 


Another plan to shift local school support from 


property taxes to an income tax base will come 
from Sen. George "Bill" Burrows of Adams. 


"Adjusted gross income, without loopholes, has 


such a substantial base that it can no longer be 
overlooked as an alternative source at reasonable 
rates," Burrows said. His proposal would shift the 
tax base over a two-year period. 


Burrows will also sponsor a bill to give the 


state labor commissioner authority to collect all 
fully justified unpaid wages. 
„ 


Among a series of measures prepared by Sen. 


Larry Stoney of Omaha is a proposal for a rent tax 
credit. He also has an anti-Utter proposal in the 
works. 


Sen Steve Fowler of Lincoln will once again 


propose an environmental bill providing for man- 
datory deposits for beer and soft drink containers. 


Fowler will also hand in another proposal to 


create a state energy office. 


Sen. Dennis Rasmussen of Scotia said he too 


will propose a bottle bill, and hopes to sponsor 


ment agencies which are not specifically 
authorized for continued activities. 


Sen Ron Cope of Kearney will present another 


lodging tax proposal. 


The bill for small loan hikes will come from 


Sen. William Nichol of Scottsbluff, who also plans 
to propose some form of tax exemption for day care 
centers. 


Sen J.R Murphy of South Sioux City will once 


again present a proposal to clear the way for con- 
struction of a coal slurry pipeline. 


Other Murphy bills would clarify the authority 


of an attorney general's opinion and mandate that 
all laws on the books be implemented subject to 
penalty. 


Sens Roland Luedtke of Lincoln, Calvin 


Carsten of Avoca and Donald Dworak of Columbus 
all said they are planning to introduce no bills. 


Luedtke is a candidate for speaker of the 


Legislature and believes that "the speaker should 
not be able to use his or her position to further his 
or her own legislation." 


Sen Shirley Marsh of Lincoln is trying to decide 


which 10 of the 14 bills before her should reveive 


(perhaps through a committee) a so-called ' priority. Individual senators may introduce no 
"sunset" bill which would phase out state govern- more than 10 bills 


Barnett said he will have proposals dealing 


with local control of liquor licenses, local control of 
lotteries, the handicapped and some kind of alcohol 
treatment plan. 


Public Works Chairman Maurice Kremer of 


Aurora promises "several bills to resolve the 
problems related to water." 


Sen.-elect' Martin Kahle of Keaney wants 


"some sort of control on our technical schools to 
make them responsible in spending." 


Sen. 
Jerome Warner of Waverly will rem- 


troduce his bill "requiring property taxes to be 
(levied on) actual value rather than assessed 
value" and substituting cents per $100 for m}ll levy 
figures. 


Bills from Sen. Myron Rumery of North Platte 


will include a proposal to transfer the Wild West 
Arena to Lincoln County 


Sen. Warren Swigart of Omaha will sponsor a 


bill authorizing self-assessing improvement dis- 
tricts to be formed in Omaha when a business dis- 
trict wishes to tax itself to buy parking lots and 
decorate, beautify or improve property. 


Swigart has his home district Benson area in 


mind

Council okays sewer fee hike

The bimonthly sewer bill of the average 


Lincoln household' tfll nse from $6.75 to 
$7 32 next year, the City Council decided 
Monday 


The increase mainly will be used to pay 


for new sewer construction 'needed to 
meet increases in the city's population 


The council's decision came'over the 


objections of a lone ratepayer, Miles 
Johnston, who contended that it is unfair 
to present new sewer'charges to citizens 
who purchased sewer lines when they 
bought their home. 


Johnston said he thinks that people 


moving into suburbs should be required to 
pay for all new (sewer construction 
necessary to serve the home 


He contended the city is asking for trou- 


ble ' 'These things are getting out of hand. 


So far the people haven't come down on 
you, but one day you're going to go too far 
over the line," he said. 


"He who creates the burden should pay 


for the cost of the benefits," Johnston, an 
attorney, contended 


Following the council meeting Jack 


Vavra of the city's utility system said that 
an approach like that advocated by 
Johnston is currently being experimented 
with by several cities, including Denver 


Vavra indicated that some, view the 


attempt there as a tool that is being used 
to prevent the growth of the city. 


Vavra said there are problems of ac- 


curately computing the amount that 
should be charged to each individual 
household under the new method and 
problems in establishing it after years un- 
der the former approach 


In its approval of the rate hike the coun- 


cil selected the-lower of two alternatives 
presented last week. 


The proposal supported by the city staff 


was to hike the charge for 100 cubic feet of 
water (about 750 gallons) three cents to a 
total charge of 28 cents. 


The higher proposal, supported by the 


Water Advisory Board, was to hike rates 
by another cent to 29 cents. The board 
argued that the higher rate might allow 
the city to save money if it could take ad- 
vantage of lower bond interest rates in 
borrowing money. 


Hikes in sewer rates are also being 


proposed for the next four years, with the 
increase amounting to almost 100% at the 
end of that span of time 


In 1978 and 1979 four-cent increases are 


proposed, in 1980 and 1981 six-cent boosts 
are proposed. 


Old Cheney rezoning up in air 


Councilman' Bob Jeambey wondered 


whether it was a "classic case of a test of 
the Comprehensive Plan before the ink is 
dry." 


Councilwoman Sue Bailey thought that 


if the zone change didn't imply a commit- 
ment by the city to build utilities, the only 
reason lor the change would be to foster 
speculation on the price of land 


Councilman Max Denney defined the 


issue as one involving merely the future 
use of the land 


Councilman Dick Baker predicted that 


the council will hear the same arguments 
^gain next week, as the council collective- 
ly failed to make up its mind on the 
request to rezone 175 acres along both 
-sides of Old Cheney east of 70th. 


"The vote on the request from Mm, a 
business partnership, was 3-2, with Baker, 
Steve Cook and Max Denney in favor 


Opposing the change were Mrs. Bailey 


and Jeambey. Absent were Bob Sikyta and 
John Robinson. A majority of four votes is 
necessary for the council action to be~of- 
ficial 


The land in question is now zoned for 


rural use The zone change would allow it 
to be used for the construction of single 
family homes* with lots of'a minimum 9,- 
000 square feet. 


Presently, the area is beyond city limits 


and beyond the city's utility system 
Arguments centered on what effect the 
change would have. 


Supporters of the change pointed out 


that the Comprehensive Plan, a so-called 
blueprint for the future that has occupied 
the energies of city officials for almost 
two years, calls for single-family homes in 
the area. 


Opponents pointed out that other parts 


of the Comprehensive Plan don't call for 
the area to be developed for quite some 


time. 


In other action the City Council:

New York suggested as model for land use planning

Two University of Nebrska-Lincoln 


agriculture professors have suggested that 
Nebraskans could, take a land use planning 
example from the state of New York. 


New York state's farm productivity 


somewhat belies its urban image; it ranks 20th 
among the states in agricultural production. 


Glen Vollmar, chairman of the 


agricultural economics department at UNL, 
and Paul H. Gessaman, another UNL ag 


economist, said they do not yet actively ad- 
vocate the New York plan, but they said it 
should be considered. 


New York adopted the idea after studying 


means to preserve farm land from urban 
,sprawl. The plan formed agricultural districts 
requested by groups of landowners. 


Under the New York law's provisions, 


those farmers are taxed solely on their lands', 
agricultural value. It prohibits state and local 


government restrictions on farm structures 
other than those required for health and safety. 


The plan also restricts the power of emi- 


nent domain within the agricultural district by 
requiring governmental subdivisions or 
utilities to assess agricultural impact and sub- 
mit alternatives. 


It modifies power given public agencies 


and special districts to install sewer lines in an 
agricultural district for nonagricultural uses. 


Farmers may claim some of these benefits 


by signing eight-year commitments to 
agriculture. If the farmer breaks the pledge, 
the penalty is twice the taxes for that year. 


That provision is designed to discourage 


speculators from using the tax benefits. 


Gessman and Vollmar said the New York 


state law would need adjustments for 
Nebraska. Some Nebraska farms are larger 
than entire districts in New York.

Since the summer, the 30 to 40 counties who planned to up- 


date assessed property values in eady 1977 have dropped to 
below 20. And, Peters said, seven of those are being done by the 
State Revenue Department.. 


Peters said most counties intend to put off the reappraisals 


until 1978. One reason for the delay, he said, is that in some 
regions o{ the state, the counties want to put the new values on 
the tax rolls as a unit. 


Lancaster County is among the counties which postponed 


the property value update for another year. 


County Assessor Fritz Meyer contends that the County 


Board did not give him enough money in his budget to finish the 
property review in 1977. He anticipates it will be completed by 
1978. 


Peters said he is concerned that some counties will ab- 


solutely refuse to revalue property. He is preparing legislative 
incentives and State Board of Equalization dictates to prevent 
the delays. 


Special legislation is being planned to: 
—Change the equalization portion of the school aid formula, 


at least temporarily, for counties with the new appraisals. 


—Alter the taxing powers of districts, such as community 


colleges, natural resources and educational service units, which 
levy in multi-county areas. 


—Limit, for at least a year, budget increases by taxing 


authorities within counties following the reappraisals. 


Peters said the three measures must be near adoption by 


late February if they are going to quell fears of county officials 


r about putting new values into effect in 1977. 


In 1978, Peters expects that more than 80 of the 93 counties

But, he said, when the Bureau of 
Reclamation gets involved, federal law requires the bureau to

The Central Platte Natural Resource District has voted to 
ask the bureau to finance an appraisal of one of the projects, he

Both projects would remove the same amount of water 


from the Platte River that the defeated Midstate project would 
have required, he said.

With a few green visors for the 


telephone operators, the setup at 
Nebraska Southeast Community College

"bookie joint" for adult education class 
registrations. 


Just two hours after registration opened 


Monday morning, the eight men and- 
women in the small room had fielded 
more than 400 calls. Four classes Were 
already filled. 


By the end of the day the eight phones 


had rung more than 1,600 times, 1,325 peo- 
ple had registered for the 404 different 


courses, and 100 were on .waiting lists for 
12 classes already filled. *- 


Within the next two weeks more than 6,- 


500 Lincoln-area residents are expected to 
call the central registration number to 
sip up for winter classes

This fall the central registration number 


replaced an old registration system that 
had a different number for courses taught 
in different areas of the city. 


Under the old system, a person who 


wanted to take more than one adult night 
class might have had to call several 
different numbers. With the new system, 
one call takes care of all registrations 


Secretaries," teachers, even a few 


students take turns answering the phones 
during the two-week period. As the 
registrations come in, other SCC staff 
members cross out numbers taped across 


Hinged leg cast spares 
patient time in hospital 


Omaha (AP) — Patients may be spared a 


cast "from their belly button down to their 
toes" because of a newly-developed hinged leg 
cast, researchers say. 


The combined cast and brace, hinged at 


the knee, has allowed patients with thighbone 
fractures to return to work instead of spending 
up to six months undergoing surgery, traction 
and body casts, according to Dr. John Connal- 
ly, chairman of the University of Nebraska 
Medical Center orthepedics department 


The thigh bone is the largest in the body 


and "one of the most common fractures," he 
said 


The method eliminates the risk of post- 


operative infection, and costs less because the 
hospital stay is shorter, he said. The hinge 
helps prevent knee and hip joint stiffness by 
allowing muscle movement and aiding circula- 
tion. 


Patients fitted with the cast may walk with 


crutches within one to two weeks after they are 
injured The cast must be worn for about three 
to four months 


About 1 per cent of patients fitted do not 


heal properly and must be treated with another 
method, he said. 


Connolly and a University of Nebraska 


engineer currently are trying to adapt the cast 
to different types of fractures. The cast usually 
ends at mid-thigh, but sometimes a hip-joint 
hinge is added.

During the pasf five years, Connolly has 


used the method on about 300 patients. It is 
"past the experimental stage," but many doc- 
tors still are skeptical, he said.

Before moving to Nebraska three years 


ago, Connolly conducted research at the 
Vanderbilt University biomedical engineering 
department in Nashville, Tenn.

landscape architects. The five members, appointed by the 
governor, serve without pay. 
Board operations are financed only by fees from licensed 


members and applicants. An application for registration and 
examination costs |40; for re-examination, ?25; for reciprocal 
registration or certificate renewal, $50 each. At those rates, the 
board was under budget by as much as $1,425 in fiscal 1974-75. 
The smallest deficit, $54, was recorded the previous year. 


Auditors also listed other problem areas. 
The board treasurer had approved Ms own expense 


vouchers and processed them prior to board review. The presi- 
dent was reimbursed $869 in 1972 and $300 in 1975 for using his 
office to conduct board business. Rent commitments weren't 
clear because payments were made as funds were available. 
One of the members' employes serves as secretary; the board 
has no state employes. 


Johnson's staff recommended board members set specific 


rates for office rent and approve each other's — not their own — 
vouchers. 


The review found three board violations of law: receipts 


weren't deposited on time, neither furniture and equipment in- 
ventories nor rules-regulations had been filed. 
, 


More than half the money the board collected since mid- 


1971 was deposited from-32 to 204 days after the date of receipt. 
Law requires deposits with the state treasurer within 30 days. 


There was no evidence of property inventories for calendar 


1974 and 1975, and rules-regulations haven't been filed with the 
revisor of regulations and with the secretary of state.

New York — In the year-end 


rush to buy an Individual 
Retirement Account (to 
qualify for the 1976 tax deduc- 
tion) many people wind up 
with a poor one. If you don't 
have time to compare 
everything that's on the 
market, it's best to take the 
simplest plan possible. After 
studying a complex IRA at 
leisure, you could transfer the 
accumulated money into it 
next year, if you decide that's 
what you want to buy. 


The simplest IRAs are those 


offered by banks, savings and 
loans and credit unions. You 


' just pay your money and the 


entire amount is banked for 
your retirement. If you put $1,- 
000 a year into a savings and 
loan IRA paying 7%7o (the 
highest legal interest rate) 
compounded daily, you'd have 
$126,000 after 30 years. 


The more complicated IRAs 


are offered by insurance com- 
panies: 


ANNUITIES — Here, you 


deposit your savings with an 
insurance company rather 
than a bank or S&L They pay 
approximately the same in- 
terest rate ,(7% to 7%; a few 
offer more than 8%). But high 
fees and sales commissions cut 
into the amount left over for 
savings. 
• / 


If a 35-year-old man paid $1,- 


000 a year into an insurance an- 
nuity at the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Co , he'd have only 
?864 after the first year 
(because of the big first-year 
/sales charge). Assuming the 
company's current interest 
rate structure (rates vary 
depending on the amount 
allocated to fees), the. IRA 
would pay about $94,800 in 30 
years 


Prudential Life of America, 


which spreads its commission 
out over several years, would 


_ credit him with $975 in the first 


year. At their current 
projected interest rate of 
7V4%, he'd have about $105,500 
in 30 years. The Metropolitan 
policy includes a waiver for 
total disability, which means if 
you can't work the insurance 
company will make the 
payments for you. Prudential 
doesn't have the waiver for 
IRA annuities. 


Clearly, if s worth shopping 


several insurance companies 
to compare payouts. But even 
the best annuity won't be at a 
top-paying bank or S&L that 
charges no fee. 


• 
Insurance salesmen say that 


the advantage of an annuity 
over a savings account is that 
the annuity guarantees you a 
minimum rate of interest, 
generally 3 to 3%%, while a 
bank or S&L guarantees 
nothing. But bank and S&L 
' rates would have to fall soon 
and sharply for their long-term 
results to fall below the low 
insurance-company guarantee. 


Insurance companies also 


offer a guaranteed rate for 
jiurchasing your annuity 
payout at retirement, but it too 
is well below current rates 
available. Since you build up so 
much more savings in a bank 
or S&L, the odds are that you'll 
get a higher retirement in- 
come by accumulating money 
in a savings-account IRA and 
transferring the proceeds into 
an annuity at retirement. 
There is one thing that banks 
and S&Ls don't offer, and

that's the disability waiver. 


If you get an annuity, look 


for flexible payments, so you 
can vary your contribution 
every year. Fixed payments 
lock you into a schedule you 
may not be able to keep under 
the IRA contribution limits. 


ENDOWMENTS - These 


combine retirement savings 
with an insurance policy. Your 
annual IRA contribution buys 
both. For the first several 
years, the portion paid into 
savings generally decreases 
while the portion assigned to 
insurance premiums goes up; 
in later years a higher amount 
is assigned to savings. The sum 
paid for insurance is not deduc- 
tible on your income tax. 


At Metropolitan, a 35-year- 


old man putting $1,000 a year 
into an endowment, paying 
standard insurance rates and 
buying the disability waiver,~ 
would have savings worth 
about $61,600 in 30 years 
(assuming the continuance of 
current interest rates). His in- 
itial insurance amount would 
be about $31,000. The death 
benefit (made up of an in- 
creasing amount of savings 
and a decreasing amount of in- 
surance) gradually rises. At 
the end of the term, there's no 
insurance portion left — if the 
policyholder died at age 65, 
he'd receive his exact cash 
value, or, $61,600. 


Prudential 
sells 
a 


retirement-income 
policy, 


which is like an endowment 
except that it allocates 
relatively more to savings and 
less to insurance, including the 
disability waiver, a SS-year^old 
man would be insured for 
around $25,000 at the start of 
the term. At age 65, he'd 
receive about $76,750, based on 
current interest rates. 


If your objective in buying an 


IRA is the largest amount of 
retirement savings, possible, 
you" don't want an endowment 
policy. But if you need more in- 
surance, and are willing to 
sacrifice future savings in 
order to get it, the endowment 
may be of interest. 


An alternative plan might be 


to opt for an IRA that pays the 
highest amounfof retirement 
savings and attend to your in- 
surance needs separately. By 
combining a bank or savings 
and loan IRA with an in- 
surance policy that decreases 
over the years (called a 
"decreasing term" policy — 
the most expensive kind), 
you'd get exactly the type of 
coverage offered by en- 
dowments. 


One more thing: En- 


dowments require level annual 
payments. If you took a job 
that disqualified you for an 
IRA or your earnings fell 
below the level of contribution 
needed, it would create 
problems.

Beechner was the head coach at 


Hiram Scott from 1966 until the school. 
closed its doors in 1970. He compiled a 
26-14-1 record in five years at the 
Scottsbluff school. 


A graduate of Lincoln High and the 


University of Nebraska, Beechner was 
an assistant coach at Lincoln High 
from 1956 through 1965. 


After one year as a graduate assis- 


tant at Nebraska in 1965, Beechner was 
named the head coach at Hiram Scott. 
When the college folded, he left the 
coaching ranks for two years and 
entered the trucking business in 
Scottsbluff. 


He'served as director of field ser- 


vices for the Nebraska Motor Carriers 
Association in 1973 before returning to 
Nebraska as an assistant coach under 
Tom Osborne. 


When Osborne was forced to reduce 


his coaching staff because of an NCAA 
ruling, which allows a school eight 
assistant coaches, Beechner was 
named an administrative assistant un- 
der Nebraska Athletic Director Bob 
Devaney. He held, the administrative 
post for the past nine months, working 
with ticket sales and operations at the 


new Sports Center. 

42, said: "I've missed 
coaching the past nine months that I've 
been out of it an*I'm thrilled with this 
opportunity.

"I sincerely want to thank Bob 


(Devaney) Jim (Ross) and Tom 
(Osborne) for the opportunity they 
gave me to work at the University of 
Nebraska," Beechner said. 


Following Nebraska's workout at the 


Astrodome Monday in preparation for 
the bowl game against Texas Tech, 
Osborne noted bis regret that Beechner 
was leaving.

Document may be par 
of draft of Declaration 


Boston (AP) — Half of what may be the long- 


lost final draft of the Declaration of 
Independence, handwritten by Thomas Jeffer- 
son with quill pen and ink, has been found in a 
folder of old papers in an attic, says a Boston 
minister. 


"I don't have any doubt that it's the docu- 


ment lost 200 years ago," said the Rev. James 
K. Allen,-who discovered the two-page docu- 
ment among old paper's given to him by a 
friend.

The two pages cover a little over half of the 


full text of the declaration.

"In the first place it was written on good 


paper, and was written with carbon ink, which 
lasts longer," he said in an interview Monday. 


An expert in the National Archives at 


Washington who examined the document 10 
days ago said, "It takes time and literally 
takes samples" to determine if it's authentic. 
He added, "We are fascinated by the potential 
of what he's found." 


The Rev. Mr. Allen of the First Parish 


Church of Dorchester considers the partial 
document a Bicentennial present to the nation. 


He said there is no way of knowing where the 


rest of the document is. 


"There are several things that make me sure 


this is the authentic original," said the Rev.' 
Mr.-Allen of the fragile, yellowed, frayed 14- 
by-22-inch document. "For one thing it shows 
that Jefferson wrote "inalienable" but the 
printer made it "unalienable." 


"For another thing, this second page in- 


cludes three lines that were dropped by the 
printer from the original broadside, but were 
later put back in. 


"And the fold shows it was used by a printer. 


My father owned a country newspaper, and 
nobody else folds a paper along the line of the 
letters but a printer putting up hand type. 
That's a printer's fold." ; 


The original, drafted by Jefferson with help 


from John Adams, Ben Franklin; Roger.Sher- 
man and John F Livingston and changed by 
members of the Continental Congress, was ap- 
proved by the Congress on the evening of July 
4, 1776.

several states have escaped prosecu- 
tion and industry sources say there has 
been a reluctance to bring such cases to 
the attention of federal authorities. 


Federal authorities, in turn, contend 


they are unable to provide the degree of 
enforcement the liquor industry 
warrants. 


Still, federal authorities believe they 


are making headway. 


"We feel we are cleaning up the in- 


dustry," said an official of the U.S. 
Treasury Department's Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms.

Girl deformed since birth 
calls operation Christmas 


La Grande, Ore. (AP) — Ida Hays, who un- 


derwent rare and complicated surgery in May 
to replace her deformed face with a new one, 
says her Christmas was just "great." 


"The operation was my Christmas this 


year," said the 16-year-old. 
'' 
Ida said her family gave her mostly 


clothes as gifts, but she also received stacks of 
Christmas cards and additional gifts from peo- 
ple throughout the country who first learned of 
her story from news reports of the operation at 
New York University Hospital. 


Ida's problem was that her eyes <sr;re 


separated by twice the normal width. It was 
the most severe case of orbital hypertelorism, 
as it is called, in the experience of the 
hospital's Institute of Reconstructive Plastic 
Surgery. 


In the 10-hour Operation, surgeons 


removed the deformed bone in her face, moved 
her eyes more than an inch closer together and 
filled the resulting gap between her eye 
sockets and temples with bone taken from her 
hip. Her brain had to be lifted to make room 
for the surgeons to work. 


The cost of Ida's operation, about $6,000 


plus the air fare and hotel expenses, was paid 
for by fund drives in this eastern Oregon com- 
munity. Fund-raising efforts topped $10,000 
recently, and are still going on. 


Since returning home, Ida says the biggest 


change she has noticed is the attitude of people 
who see her. 


"People don't stop and stare at me 


anymore," said Ida, who went through years of 
cruelty and taunting because of the deformity 
she had since birth. "Now I'll see people on the 
street and they'll just stop and smile at me or 
say 'Hi.' " 


Other than the hew attitude among 


members of the community, Ida said her day- 
to-day life has not changed much since the 
operation. However, she has missed a few days 
of school because of headaches caused by 
bones in her face growing back together. % 


She is adjusting to using both eyes 


together now, which she couldn't do before the 
surgery. 


"The people at school have been great," 


her mother, Jacquie, said. "They are keeping a 
close watch on her and send her home when 
necessary." 


Ida will return to New York for more sur- 


gery Feb. 6. An operation to rebuild her upper 
jaw will follow, but thdt can be done in 
Portland or Seattle. - ' 


Ida says word of her operation has led 


others with the same afflication to seek help, 
and that Dr. John Marquis Converse, who 
directed her surgery, is overflowing, with 
patients. 


That, says Ida, is what pleases her most.
